SENATE SEEKS 
COMPROMISE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.(AP) 
—A resolution circulated among 
most Senators may become the 
rallying point of the Eisenhower 
Administration’s attack on the 
proposed Bricker amendment to 
limit the Government's treaty 
powers. 

The suggested resolution was 
sent around to all but about 10 
of the 96 Senators last Saturday 
by Senator Kefauver (Dem.),

It would also require a re- 
corded rollcall vote when the 
Senate ratifies treaties.

Senator Charges Moscow Is Behind Com- 
munist Activities in Central American 
Nation—Talks Open in Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, on March 1.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. 
HE warning sounded in the Senate yesterday by Chairman 
Wiley of the ‘Foreign Relations Committee that Guatemala 
“has become a serious beachhead for international Commu- 
nism in this hemisphere” was in preparation for the Conference 
of Inter-American Republics which will convene in Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, March 1. 

Guatemalan Communism, informed sources here predict, will 
become a major item on the conference agenda and the United 
States and other members have only about 40 days to come to a 
decision on how it shall be met. 


American Ambassador to Gua- 
temala John E. Peurifoy is 
scheduled to arrive in Washing- 
ton Monday for 10 days of con- 
sultations with State Department 
officials and members of the 
Congressional foreign affairs 
committees. Peurifoy, a former 
Ambassador to Greece, has been

‘Facts’ to Back Charge. 


The Wisconsin Senator listed

MERICAN business men are 

beginning to show signs of 

competing with British in- 
terests for non-strategic trade 
with Russia. 


The Soviet Union is reported 
anxious to buy fats and farm 
machinery, among other things. 
The United States has the fats 
and Britain does not. Both have 
the machinery. Russia has the 
money, both in gold and foreign 
exchange. 

Who gets the trade, however, 
is a minor matter in itself. In- 
volved are political factors of 
far greater significance. 

Britain is so in need of ex- 
port markets that this need in- 
fluences its basic policy in both 
cold and hot war. For Britain 
to develop an important trade 
connection with Russia could 
possibly, in some future circum- 
stance, affect its whole attitude 
toward Russia, just as it affects 
policy toward Red China.

The Value of Irrigation 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The colored pictures in the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch of Sunday, 
Jan. 3, relating to the importance 
of water in Arizona, were most in- 
teresting. 

The Salt river reclamation proj- 
ect was one of the first undertaken 
by the Bureau of Reclamation and, 
as your article points out, it is pri- 
marily responsible for the rich econ- 
omy which has subsequently devel- 
oped in the Salt river valley. 

The area in 1910 had only 15,000 
irrigated acres from small private 
developments and it now has 297,000. 

Since the first irrigation water was 
supplied in 1910, the cumulative 
value of crops harvested from the 
reclamation project alone through 
1952 amounts to nearly $914,000,000 
with the 1952 harvest valued at near- 
ly $61,000,000. 

Bank deposits, have jumped from 
$5,228,000 in 1910 to $225,720,000 in 
1951. 

Hence, you can see the value of 
an irrigation economy in this “Land 
of the Sun.”

Popular, and Sensible, Too 


President Eisenhower's proposed increases in 
Old Age Insurance benefits are likely to meet 
about as much opposition in Congress as would 
an employer's unexpected announcement of pay 
increases in a trade union meeting. 

So many Americans are now covered by this 
pension system, and they are so aware of the in- 
crease in living costs since its introduction un- 
der President Roosevelt, that few men on Capi- 
tol Hill would even consider voting against it. 

Republicans almost surely will point to the 
increased benefits as proof that they really “can 
do it better.” And 61 Democrats introduced a 
benefits-liberalizing bill on Tuesday to insure at 
least part of the political boon for their party. 

The Eisenhower proposals, however, are more 
than just vote-bait. Improvements in this part 
of the welfare program have been long over- 
due. Not only is it desirable to bring the pay- 
ments more nearly into step with the facts of 
economic life, but the time also is ripe for re- 
moving a “bug” or two. This latter the Presi- 
dent also asked Congress to do. 


Perhaps the worst feature of the system as it - 


now stands is the ban against payments to any 
person earning more than $75 a month. This 
makes it very difficult not only for retired per- 
sons but especially for widows—perhaps bur- 
dened with the support of several young chil- 
dren—to supplement social security payments. 

* . > 

The Presiderit is asking that the first $1000 
of, such earning be declared exempt, and that 
payments be reduced in proportion to additional 
earnings instead of being completely cut off. 
Surely, Congress will recognize the desirability 
of such an arrangement. 

President Eisenhower also wants Congress to 
extend the system to another 10,000,000 persons, 
bringing the total covered to 80,000,000. Here 
there may be some dissents. The additional 
10,000,000 include self-employed farmers, doc- 
tors, lawyers, dentists and other professional 
people as well as clergymen and certain farm 
and domestic workers. Many of these feel that 
their earnings are adequate for their advanced 
years and, so, do not want the benefits of federal 
social insurance. 

Perhaps some Congressmen may be inclined 
to leave the participation of such individuals on 
a voluntary basis. Certainly, the system does not 
depend absolutely on their inclusion. : 


More touchy for some legislators will be the 
President's plan to raise the income base on 
which social security contributions are collected 
from $3600 to $4200 a year. This would mean an 
extra charge of as much as $12 a year for some 
of those now covered. And of course, it would 
mean a matching increase in payments by em- 
ployers.

As a Wmatter of fact, Congress has too often 
postponed scheduled increases in these charges. 
Last summer President Eisenhower asked Con- 
gress to suspend the increase from 112 per cent 
to 2 per cent which became effective with the 
start of the year. But he has not renewed the 
request. Suspension of such increases is almost 
as popular with politicians as increasing benefit 
payments, but if the system is to retain any 
characteristics of an insurance plan, financed 
by employes and their employers, it is necessary 
to maintain a reasonably actuarial relation be- 
tween the money collected and that paid out. 

Under legislation introduced by Congressman 
Daniel Reed to carry out the President's pro- 
gram, maximum benefits are to be increased 
from $85 a month to $98.50. For some workers 
retiring in the future, the maximum would go 
up to $108.50 a month. These figures are rea- 
sonable enough—especially if, as the President 
suggested, the liberalized payments reduce the 
relief burden now carried by the states with 
federal help. 

In the long run, the viability of this social in- ' 
surance—and in some degree, all other insur- 
ance—will depend on the exigencies of the 
times. But that is all the more reason for con- 
gratulating the President on tying increased 
benefits to increased pay deductions and, espe- 
cially, on rejecting recent proposals to dip into 
the social security reserves to meet the cost of 
relief payments and other forms of welfare 
benefits. It is to be hoped that he will resist 
any such attempt in Congress.

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Tax Preference for Dividends? 

The Republican plan for exemption of cor- 
poration dividends from income tax, now ap- 
proved by the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, offers a plausible purpose but a highly 
dubious method of achieving it. 

Something can be said for eliminating double 
taxation of corporation income and that portion 
of it which is distributed in dividends. But the 
fair way to do this is by reducing or eliminating 
taxes on corporation income—not by eliminating 
the tax on dividends. 

To reduce the tax on dividends would mean 
giving a discriminatory preference to that par- 
ticular form of unearned income as compared 
with other forms (for instance, rent), and with 
earned income. Under the Ways and Means 
Committee plan, it is estimated that one-third 
of the nation’s taxpaying stockholders eventual- 
ly would pay no federal tax at all on their 
dividend income. 

Going at the problem the other way around—by 
reducing and ultimately eliminating corporation 
income taxes—would be fairer, and would also 
serve a useful economic purpose. Corporation 
income taxes usually become imbedded in the 
cost of producing goods, and so are paid ulti- 
mately by the consumer rather than by the cor- 
poration. An ideal income tax system would tax 
individuals only, and corporations not at all. 

It is only sensible to recognize, however, that 
the attainment of such an ideal tax system seems 
now as far off as ever, Eliminating corporation 


income taxes would involve two consequences 
which are distasteful to many Americans. First, 
rates on individual incomes would have to rise 
sharply in order to meet current revenue require- 
ments. Second, a tax on undistributed corpora- 
tion profits would have to be levied, in order to 
prevent corporations from being used as a refuge 
for untaxed income, and that would involve 
some degree of Government control over the 
disposition of corporation income. 

Given these practical obstacles to elimination 
of corporation income taxes, it must be admitted 
that double taxation of dividends is not easy to 
get rid of. But if the equitable way is difficult, 
that does not justify an inequitable way of re- 
forming the tax structure. 
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Exercise in Survival 

In going through their first air-raid drill Sat- 
urday morning, the people of St. Louis will be 
following in the footsteps of the people of New 
York, Philadelphia, and Dayton. 

New. York’s 8,000,000 civilians have gone 
through three such drills. The most recent one, 
last September, turned the world’s largest city 
into a ghost town. Times Square during the ex- 
ercise was deserted. 

St. Louisans can do equally well if every in- 
dividual will take part as seriously as the occa- 
sion warrants—and that is, as seriously as he 
regards his own life and the lives of his loved 
ones. 

There will be those who scoff at the drill, who 
join in perfunctorily or not at all, and those are 
the people who will be in unnecessarily extreme 
danger if an air attack on St. Louis should ever 
occur. 

An impressive array of authorities regard 
civil-defense preparations as of the gravest im- 
portance. President Eisenhower and his top 
aides responsible for the nation’s security take 
that view. Mayor Tucker and his associates in 
the municipal government of St. Louis share 
that view. 

Some $350,000, of which $125,000 was in Fed- 
eral funds, has been spent in St. Louis on civil 
defense. A civil defense organization has been 
at work every work-day for nearly two years. 
Saturday’s public drill is the culmination of all 
that expenditure of money and effort. For civil 
defense pays off only when the individual citizen 
learns-—and practices—how to take care of him- 
self when the sirens sound. 

The rules are simple and easy to grasp, but 
they are capable of saving lives. They must be 
known so well that they can be carried out 
under the stresses of excitement, commotion, 
fear—and carried out in a matter of minutes. It 
is to train us all in going through the right mo- 
tions under circumstances conducive to losing 
one’s head that Saturday’s test is being held. 


Knowledge of what to do, reinforced by prac- 
tice, will be invaluable if the need should come. 
Nothing would be a more personal matter to 
every man, woman and child in such a moment. 
That is the way it had better be on Saturday. 
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A Bit of Highway Fancy 

Under the heading, “Look Out Man! That's 
Glass!” an advertisement in a national magazine 
depicts a man jumping on a pane of glass with- 
out breaking it. He does not break it because 
the glass is laid flat on a solid piece of wood. 
And this idea is no more fanciful than the re- 
lated text, fron: the American Trucking Indus- 
try. Washington 6, D.C. 

The truckers argue that, like the glass, a road 
with a solid foundation can carry the heaviest 
loads without undue wear. This is a new guise 
for the truckers’ perennial argument for thicker 
pavements and heavier foundations. It is a good 
argument, taken alone, but the way some of the 
truckers take it is to suggest that the roads, not 
the trucks, are to blame for the way trucks 
damage roads. 

No doubt heavy trucks would do less damage 
to the taxpayers’ property if the taxpayers would 
kindly provide heavier property for the trucks 
to ride on. Now if the taxpayers had an Ameri- 
ean Taxpayers Association, they could run an 
answering advertisement. It would be entitled, 
“Look Out, Man! That's a Publie Highway!” 
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India Out of the Middle 


Gen. Thimayya says his Indian custodial forces 
will return unrepatriated Korean war prisoners 
to their captors on Jan. 20. By this formula 
India hopes to escape from an awkward position 
without seeming to take sides. 


The Communists wanted the prisoners held 
until a Korean political conference considered 
their fate. The U.N. command, sticking to the 
exact wording of the truce terms, demanded 
freedom for the war prisoners after Jan. 22. 


Neutral India was caught in the middle. If In- 
dian troops either held or freed the prisoners, 
they would seem to favor one side or the other. 
Thus the solution is to return the prisoners to 
their captors and let the enemy commands de- 
cide what to do with them. 


In stating that it will be illegal to free the 
prisoners at once, Gen. Thimayya agrees in prin- 
ciple with the Communist position. But in actual 
practice his formula favors the Allies entirely. 
For the Allies hold 22,000 prisoners; the Com- 
munists hold only a few hundred, 


The real issue all along has been the fate of 
those 22,000 anti-Communist Koreans and Chi- 
nese in U.N. hands. In effect, the Indian formula 
will let the U.N. command decide whether and 
when to free them. 
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Near Victory on the Seaway 

The St. Lawrence seaway bill, being’ debated 
in the Senate, stands a fine chance of passage 
if the Administration will exert all its resources. 
The House approved the measure last year. The 
last seaway bill lost in the Senate by a vote of 
43 to 40, so a few changes of heart could carry 
the day. 

Senator Millikin of Colorado, who opposed 
the seaway bill two years ago, is said to fayor 
the present measure. Senator Wiley of Wiscon- 
sin, author of the Senate bill, says a Senator 
hitherto opposed will switch, and there is specu- 
lation that he means a Senator from an eastern 
state. With the controversial item of power out 
of the bill—the power dévelopment has been 
taken over by the New York State Power Au- 
thority—it should be possible to win over the 
small amount of added support that is needed. 

The bills sponsored by Wiley in the Senate 
and Representative Dondero of Michigan in the 
House are not the best seaway bills that have 
ever been offered. The plan they envision is not 
as comprehensive as earlier ones, but for that 
very reason it enjoys greater political feasibility. 
At least these bills join the United States in co- 
operation with Canada in the seaway construc- 
tion, and that is a great deal. It is enough to in- 
spire hope that after 30 years of indecision, 
Congress will decide in favor of the seaway.

Ever since the votes were counted in 
1952, it has been evident that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower would need substantial 
Democratic support in the Eighty-third 
Congress. The Republicans had only 
razorthin majorities in both houses 
even before their 1953 losses. 

djast year the Democrats were ready 
to help him on many o¢casions and did 
in fact give him indispensable aid, espe- 
cially in protecting his foreign policy 
and in preventing drastic cuts in de- 
fense. But this was 
not because he 
made any particu- 
lar effort to culti- 
vate them, apart 
from those who 
had supported him 
in 1952. 

On the contrary, 
he eschewed some 
tests which he 
might have won 
with Democratic 
votes rather than 
gO against a ma- 
jority or strong 
minorities in his | 
own party. Further, [rnest K. Lingiey 
he said a few things which irritated 
Democrats. Since then, Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell and Gov. Dewey have 
said some things even more offensive 
to many Democrats. 

From conviction or self-interest, many 
Democrats will vote for many portions 
of the Eisenhower program. But it is 
doubtful if the courtesy of giving Demo- 
cratic leaders a preview of the State of 
the Union message will materially 
change their attitudes. 

The President especially needs the 
Democrats on the foreign-policy front, 
where he is persistently menaced by 
determined minorities in his own party. 
Until now he has had their aid without 


seeking it primarily because he has car- - 


ried forward generally the policies of 
the preceding Adminstration. 

But we are now moving into a period 
where new decisions must be made. 
These will rest on a more solid founda- 
tion if they are made with bipartisan 
understanding and support. 

The Executive has inescapably the 
major responsibility for framing foreign 
policy as well as for its day-to-day con- 
duct. It frequently is alleged that under 
bipartisanship as practiced by the Tru- 


man Administration the Republicans 
were in on the crash landings but not 
on the take-offs. 

That was not the case, however, in 
the framing of the charter of the United 
Nations. The United States delegation to 
San Francisco included Senator Arthur 
H,. Vandenberg, ranking minority mem- 
ber of the Foreign Relations Committee; 
Representative Charles A. Eaton, rank- 
ing minority member of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, and Harold E. Stas- 
sen. It included among its advisers 
John Foster Dulles. A Republican Sen- 
ator, Warren R. Austin, was chosen to 
be the first head of the American mis- 
sion to the U.N. 

Senator Vandenberg sat at the side 
of Secretary of State James F. Byrnes 
at Paris in 1946, when the peace treaties 
for Italy and the satellite states were 
negotiated. 

Mr. Dulles attended the Foreign Min- 
isters’ meetings in London in 1945 and 
1947, at Paris in 1947, and at Moscow 
in 1949. He repeatedly was appointed 
to the United States delegation of the 
United Nations Assembly and for a time 
was its acting chairman. After being 
defeated for the Senate, he was recalled 
as adviser to the Secretary of State and 
negotiated the Japanese peace treaty. 

The great measures to save Europe— 
the Marshall Plan and the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty—were developed through bi- 
partisan consultation, and a Republican, 
Paul Hoffman, was made head of ECA. 
During the Berlin-blockade, Republican 
leaders were consulted at each step. 

Except as to China—a costly omis- 
sion—bipartisanship in the formulation 
of foreign policy and even in its day-to- 
day conduct was extensively applied by 
the Truman Administration. It was a 
necessity during the Eightieth Congress 
when the Republicans controlled Con- 
gress. But it was practiced before that 
and was continued after the Democrats 
recovered both houses. 

Up to now there has been no cor- 
responding effort in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration to put foreign affairs on a 
bipartisan basis. Democratic leaders 
have not been consulted closely about 
the formulation of policy. Little use 
has been made of Democrats with long 
experience in international affairs. 

The methods of establishing a bipar- 
tisan front are well known and readily 
available if they are wanted,

This method in politics corresponds 
o the system of betting every horse in 
he race, and its result is to give the 
manipulator a rein on every office- 
holder who accepts his help. Samish in- 
sisted the relationship is entirely above- 
board: “we don't extract promises or 


try to trick them t. any way,” he said; 
but the picturefS nevertheless there of 
one hand outstretched with money and 
the other outstretched accepting it. 


An operation like this tends to grow 
into a sort of monopoly of political pow- 
er, in which certain major decisions of 
government are made by one man pass- 
ing down the word from a hotel suite. 
The phenomenon is nothing new; but 
that fact does not make it any less a 
reflection on Californians. 


It is a reflection, specifically, on their 
lack of real interest in the legislative 
problem. The people display this dis- 
interest by failing to take the trouble 
to make it clear to the Legislature that 
they want some of the more cynical 
aspects of lobbying cleaned up. They 
display it by failing to provide salaries 
high enough to discourage this system 
of campaign contributions.

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Ramifications of 
Calendar Industry

HERE’S been considerable grousing this year 

on the subject of calendars. A lot of people 

have been complaining they didn't get any, 
or at least as many as they wanted, and there 
have been reports 
of a general short- 
age. 

So when I heard 
the other day that 
Pierson Atkinson, 
vice president in 
in charge of ‘calen- 
dars for Brown and 
Bigelow, which 
makes close to 75 
per cent of the cal- 
endars used in this 
country, was in 
town, I went right 
up and asked him. 

Atkinson, a mid- 
die-aged man with 

PIERSON ATKINSON. a brush mustache 
and a huge cigar, looked me right in the eye 
and admitted that there is a shortage of calen- 
dars this year, and that his company is taking 
the blame. They were misled by figures. 

It’s like this, he explained: Dollar volume has 
kept going up. but the price of calendars has 
gone up too. His firm failed to realize that the 
population is increasing by several million peo- 
ple every year, and had been running along on 
population figures more than 10 years old. But 
when it became aware of the shortage this year, - 
it immediately re-surveyed the situation. As a 
result, Atkinson promised there will be plenty 
of calendars again next year.»

ATKINSON EVEN TOLD one on himself. He 
went into the hardware store in the St. Paul, 
(Minn.) suburb where he lives, and the hardware 
dealer, after a little stammering and stuttering, 
asked if he could have back the calendar he had 
given Mrs. Atkinson. He had run short, he said, 
and he figured Atkinson, in his position, could 
always get his wife another calendar. 

As a matter of fact, no one could do it much 
quicker. Brown and Bigelow, despite running 
short, produced close to 60,000,000 calendars last 
year. Their Calendar Institute, which consists of 
six affiliated companies under their control, not 
only turns out three-fourths of the nation’s cal- 
endars, but also produces calendars for Alaska, 
Hawaii, parts of Asia, Mexico and South Ameri- 
ca. They have one salesman who travels from 
Hong Kong to India and another who covers 
the mouwntains of Venezuela with sample calen- 
dars on a pack mule. But one of their best spots, 
incidentally, is right here in St. Louis. More cal- 
endars used per capita than any large city in 
the country. They don’t know why, unless it’s 
that we just love calendars.

_- ATKINSON LOVES CALENDARS, too. He 
‘knows a lot about them and likes to talk about 
them. Imagine a world without calendars, he 
says. “It would be chaotic. You wouldn't know 
when to collect bills or anything.” 

They're so essential, he points out, that it’s 
hard to realize*that the Egyptians once reckoned 
the seasons by the flood time of the Nile. When 
it flooded it was spring. But when it flooded 
early several years in a row, the Egyptains got 
spring mixed up with winter. 

The year has varied widely in length, he ex- 
plains. In biblical times it was judged by the 
waxing and waning of the moon. They called 
that a year and some historians say that Me- 
thusaleh, recorded to have lived 969 years, real- 
ly lived only that many moons and died at 79 
of our years.

THE ROMANS came up with the first good 
calendar, but they reckoned the year at 365.25 
days, when it was really 365.242 days long. It 
was the Romans who thought up leap year to 
take up the slack, but it didn’t take up several 
seconds every day, which may not seem like 
much but over a number of centuries could have 
had us in the same fix as the Egyptians. 

The Gregorian calendar solved this by decid- 
ing that every three out of four leap years fall- 
ing on the first year of a century would be non- 
leap years. So far as Atkinson can see, things 
are coming out pretty evenly now, 

It used to be, he explained, that people 
bought calendars for the home like you buy 
clocks or barometers. In the ‘nineties someone 
thought of the advertising calendar and soon 
individual purchase of a calendar was virtually 
unheard of.

ATKINSON LOQOKS PAINED at the expres- 
sion “calendar aft.” “We feel,” he says, “that 


we're helping to bring about an appreciation of 
fine art.” His company just made a deal with 
the National Academy of Fine Art in New York 
to reproduce paintings never reproduced before. 
Also it has its own stable of artists, among the 
best known being Norman Rockwell, Maxfield 
Parrish and Richard Bishop. 

Its calendars are divided into subject cate- 
gories such.as community service, human inter- 
est, humorous, wild life, landscape, and, of 
course, the girls. Brown and Bigelow salesmen 
prescribe, so to speak, for their customers, 

“We wouldn't let a banker buy cheesecake, for 
example, even if he wanted to,” Atkinson said. 
“We'd insist that he take a nice landscape, or 
something patriotic.” 

Girl calendars, on the other hand, are good 
in garages, foundries, machine shops and the 
like. As for the girls, Brown and Bigelow didn’t 
make the famous Marilyn Monroe calendar.

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The New Films) Corporation’ Controls This Family

Nice Item 


CHARMING little film has been made by a trio of 
A vee Yorkers on a shoe-string and it gives us a com- 

pletely candid view of Coney Island and its denizens 
through the wide and bemused eyes of a 7-year-old boy. The 
picture, “LITTLE FUGITIVE,” opening at 
the PAGEANT THEATER tonight, was 
written, directed, produced and photo- 
graphed by Ray Ashley, Morris Engel and 
Ruth Orkin, with their camera centered 
on a completely captivating little rascal, 
Richie Andrusco. The result is simple, re- 
freshing, very natural, and often quite 


comical. 

The early scenes of the boy's homelife, when his 
widowed mother leaves him and an older brother alone, 
and the older brother and his pals trick the kid into be- 
lieving he has killed another boy with an old rifle, bear 
Some of that feeling of amateurism of many semi-docu- 
mentary films. But when Richie takes the elevated and 
flees to Coney Island, the “acting” ends, Here, picturing 
himself as a fugitive cowboy, he wanders happily among the 
wonders of that tinsely playground and its swarming beach. 


He is crazy over the merry-go-round horses, and then 
the pony-ride. He angrily and stubbornly goes back time 
and again to best the challenge of three wooden milk bottles 
which he can't seem to hit with three balls. He munches 
hot-dogs and downs soda pop like an automaton While 
subjecting everything to his enraptured scrutiny. He val- 
iantly swings a bat much too big for him in a batting cage 
with automatically pitched balls. He stares with polite in- 


terest at the neckers on the beach. When he runs out of 


money, he sets up a thriving business returning empty 
pop bottles for a nickel apiece, often filching them from 
under the fioses of their nominal owners. He spends a night 
and part of another day before his guilt-stricken brother 
finds him and leads him safely home. 


Richie is very natural and therefore cute and quite 
enchanting. To say he is an acting find is proBably opti- 
mistic—probably if he were taught to “act,” it would de- 
stroy the very spontaniety and realness which is his charm. 
As for the picture as a whole, it is an intriguing bit of 
Americana, deftly registered. How the producers managed 
to keep the crowds on the beach from staring into the 
camera, 1 don’t know, but the people seem to be quite 
unaware they are being photographed. ; 


Frisky Musical 


Although it goes all the absurdities of the usual back- 
stage musical comedy plot one better, “3 SAILORS AND 
A GIRL” at the ST. LOUIS is lively and light-hearted 
enough to skitter through, particularly in the first half. 

This concerns three sailors from a sub- 
marine who invest the accumulated back 
pay of the sub crew, $50,000, in a Broad- 
way musical. Jane Powell, deserting her 
usual trills and high notes, wriggles and 
struts and sings brassily as the leading 
lady.. George Givot, as the star, does a 
nice satire of Ezio Pinza. Sam Lefene 
gives us another one of his frantic larceny-laden promoters. 
Gordon MacRae holds up the romantic interest and con- 
tributes his smooth baritone, and Gene Nelson dances. 
There is a new fat comic, Jack E. Leonard, who isf't bad 
in a musical number of two. LeRoy Prinz M&s staged the 
songs and dances with a lot of spirit. 


If things deviate from the clever to the obvious and 
strained the last third of the picture, I still think we’ve had 


enough bright moments up to then to leave a pleasant taste.

Althougii “FIGHTER ATTACK,” at the FOX starts off 
with some combat footage shots of American Thunderbolts 
in action in fighter sweeps in Italy in World War II, it 
quickly gets down to earth when Maj. Sterling Hayden 
has to parachute out. And, lo and behold, 
it turns into a poor man’s “For Whom the 
Bell Tolls.” 

There is that group of mountain guer- 
rillas, with a surly, bitter leader, J. Car- 
rol Naish, an Irishman who has probably 
played more Italians than any Italian actor. 
There is the dedicateu girl guerrilla, com- 
plete with close-cropped hair and slim figure that looks 
good in trousers, this time done by Joy Page. Instead of 
that bridge which had to be blown up to support the Loyal- 
ist attack in “For Whom the Bell Tolls,’ there is now a 
tunnel which is the weak link in the German supply line 
and must be destroyed if the Allied push is to succeed. 

Destroy it Sterling does, very handily indeed. Aided 
by a diversion created by the Thunderbolts above, he takes 
three machine-gun nests and an 88 position in five min- 
utes, and turns the 88 on the tunnel. Which leaves us to 
believe that if he had been fighting on the ground instead 

the air all the time, the war in Italy would have been 
over a year sooner. 

Don’t let the plot resemblance fool you, however. 
Dramatically, it’s a pallid effort. : 

The other fedture, “SEA OF LOST SHIPS,” is mildly 
interesting for its detailing of the methods of the Coast 
Guard in its iceberg patrols. John Dereck, Walter Brennan 
and Richard Jaeckel are featured.

Fix It Yourself

Rattling Window Sashes. 
§ nigh people are kept awake 


nights by leaky faucets and 

others by waiting for the guy 
on the floor above to drop that 
other shoe. Lots of people are 
bothered by rattling windows so 
today we are going to explain 
just what can be done about this 
particular situation. 

A window sash rattles because 
it fits too loosely in the window 
frame. If you have just left a 
nice warm bed and you don't 
want to get into anything too 
involved, the sash can be made 
to stop the racket by inserting 
a shim made out of several lay- 
ers of paper between the edge 
of the sash 4nd the little piece 
of wood molding that holds the 
sash in place. A somewhat more 
permanent and effective rem- 
edy is to install weatherstripping 
to the window frame. The strip- 
ping should be installed in such 
a fashion that it will butt tightly 
against the sash to hold it from 
moving about. 

If there is a good deal of 
space between the sash and the 
wood molding that holds it in 
place, it’s best to remove the 
molding, called a stop bead, by 
the way, and move it closer to 
the sash. . 

These stop beads are held to 
the frame either by wood screws 
or finishing nails and it’s a sim- 
ple matter to pull them off and 
set them back in the proper po- 
sition. Just be sure that before 
you secure the stop bead in place 
you check the movement of the 
sash to see that it moves freely 
enough to allow the window to 
be opened and closed when nec- 
essary.

The kids have routine chores 
they are expected to perform, 
but are paid for extra duties 
such as baby sitting. Each 
member of the family pays a 
penny a week for each year 
of his age, and the pot is divid- 
ed among the kids just before 
Christmas each year, including 
as a bonus the money chipped 
in by Dad and Mom. Lil acts 


as treasurer by popular demand. 


“I don’t know whether it 
‘would work with every family,” 
said Frank.

Anger at Il

It may be physical violence—he hits, kicks, fights. Or 

it may be emotional—he cries, boils over, has a “fit of 
rage.” Or he may just shout, yell, screech or swear. 

How about 11? Has he quietég down any? Does he 
have better control of his emotion’ so that he can delay 
his anger response, or merely answer back—keeping his 
temper more or less under control? 

Alas, no!. The average 11-year-old is, if anything, even 
more violent, when angry, than the average 10-year-old. 
He, like 10, hits, kicks, punches. He shouts and screams. 
He “sits and sizzles” or “just burns up inside.” 


T HE angry 10-year-old typically makes a violent response. 


x «x * 

TEMPER TANTRUMS, long outgrown by most children, 
may recur at least in a modified form at 11. Thus 11-year- 
old Kurt admits, “I dont have much control over my emo- 
tions. I usually pick up something and throw it. I usually 
throw it at the wall. Never throw right at anybody. Never 
get into a tantrum with my brother as I do with my mother 
and father. If he’s just being plain annoying I smack him.” 

Perhaps a slightly more mature kind of anger response 
is represented by 11-year-old David who tells us: “If mad 
I don’t do anything my father tells me to. He has to start 
cracking me before I will do anything he wants me to. He 
makes me mad; then I make him mad; then he hits me. He 
wins out in a way, but I do too, beeause I have gotten even 
with him by making him mad... . If I’m mad at my mother, 
I would say something to myself because if I said it out 
loud she would tell my father and then I would really 
get it.”

AT SCHOOL, anger at the teacher is not expressed 
quite as directly or violently as is anger at parents at home. 

Peggy, just 11, explains she is quite restrained at 
school, but certainly not at home. She tells us: “At school 
all I can do is pass a note saying, ‘I’m mad at the teacher’ 
to everyone in class... . If outside, I am free to give vent 
to my emotions, and I grab my brother by the hair and 
feel that I would like to rip out his hair by the roots and 
tear him to pieces, I get so mad.” 

We hope that your own ll-year-old may do a little 
better than these boys and girls we have been writing 
about, but if he doesn’t—don’t be discouraged. Even two 
more years will bring a marked quieting down.

ANNERS at "the table tell plenty about the kind of

Correct manners also give you the self-confidence that 
comes from knowing what to do and how to do it.
